Tie by-law for taking the plebscite 
had been prepared and was presented 
to the council], An amendment wus 
suggested and after being made the 
by-law was approved.

After some 
discussion the lots were sold to him.

CARELESS MOTORISTS 
CAUSE ACCIDENTS 


Carelessness of motorists, faulty vis- 
ibility due to fogging of windshicids 
|and car windows resulting from 
frosty weather, and failure to heed 
the time-honored signals, Stop, Look 
;and Listen, continue to take their 
heavy toll in death and injuries, 

This much is clearly evident from 
statistics compiled by the Board of 
Transport Commissioners for Canada 
showing tiiat there were 378 accidents 
at railway crossings in the Dominion 
during 1945. These accidents resulted 
in a death toll of 129 persons and a 
total of 598 persons were injured, 
scme of them seriously, as the result 
of contesting the right of way with 
locomotives and traing. 

The Board, breaking the accidents 
down into various compartments in 
order to determine underlying causes, 
weports that in 107 cases—nearly a 
third of the total, it was the auto- 
mobile which ran into the train, 

In most other cases appears the 
entry, “Automobile drove onto cross- 
ing in path of train and was struck.” 

Indicating that impaired visibility 
has a direct bearing on ratio of cross- 
ing accidents—as it has on most other 
forms of mishap involving motor ve- 
hicles—statistics reveal that the 
months of November and December 
, are most prolific in accidents of this 
scrt. During these months, days are 
| shorter and the cold weather tends 
'to cut down visibility by frosting 
| windshields and ‘windows. The ila- 
i perative need for widespread use of 
antifrosting and de-frosting device 
on all types of motor vehicles, includ. 
ing farm trucks, is clearly evident. 

Above all, however, seems to be tho 
{ees for caution at all times, The 
railways are doing their best to cut 
down the crossing accident toll by 
constant education among their em- 
ployees and the public, and the Do. 
minion government assists greatly 
through administration of its Level 
Crossing fund, Nothing, however, cua

Seed Treatment Recommendations 


Sced treatment pays. It is the 
most practical and effective means 
Available for preventing the enor- 
mous losses caused by the smut 
diseases of grain crops in Western 
Canada. Unfortunately, these losses 
are on the increase. In 1946, there- 
fore, the treatment of seed grain 
should be regarded as ‘a cheap form 
of crop insurance. 

Owing to the gravity of the smut 

roblem, plant pathologists from 

anitvoba, Saskatchewan and 
Alberta have officially recommended 
that, in 1946, all seed of wheat, oats 
and barley should be treated for the 
control of the surface-borne smuts 
unless field observations or examina- 
tion of the seed has failed to reveal 
the presence of these smuts. ~ In 
other wonis, farmers are strongly 
advised to treat all seed grain unless 
it has been examined by Line 
Elevators Farm Service, or some 
other seed-testing organization, and 
found to be free of smut. For flax, 
it is strongly recommended that all 
seed be treated with a mercury dust 
before it; is sown. 

The organic mercury dusts 
(Ceresan, Leytosan, etc.) are by 
far the most effective sced disin- 
fectants for use on seed grain and 
flax. For wheat, oats and barley 
the rate of application is 4% ounce 
per bushel of seed; for flax, 114 
ounces per bushel. After treatment, 
the seed should stand for at least 
24 hours before it is sown, Well- 
cured seed may be treated one or 
two months in advance of sowing. 
Formalin should not be used for 
seed wheat or hulless varieties of 
oats and barley because it in- 
variably injures seed germination. 
Persons treating seed with a mer- 
cury dust should strictly observe 
the directions and precautions given 
on the label of the container.
